The Russian communique made 
no more mention of Kharkov, 
which. they had wrested from the 
Germans February 16 in a major 
triumph of their winter campaign. 

The Russians had battled furi- 


ously in the streets of Kharkov in | 
a vain attempt to save the strate- | 


gic center against a crushing at- 
tack by huge numbers of German 
infantry and tanks. 

To the southeast in the middle 
Donets. area,-the Russians told of 
stubborn fighting against tank- 
supported German attacks, while 
the Berlin radio declared that the 
counteroffensive had advanced to 
Chuguev, 35 miles south of Khar- 
kov, and also extended to areas 
west and northwest of Kursk, 125 
miles north of Kharkov. 

Indicating furious fighting 
southeast of Kharkov, the Russian 
midnight communique declared 
that 600 Germans were killed in 
an attack launched by large 
forees of Nazi infantry and 18 
tanks, 

Antitank guns “broke up the 
enemy formation and destroyed 
11 tanks,” the war bulletin said. 


| “The Hitlerites tried to reform but

treated leaving about 600 dead on 
the battlefield.” Despite these re- 
ports of Russian successes, it was 
clear that the Gefmans were con- 
tinuing to throw powerful weight 
into their smash back eastward 
into southern Russia.

The Russians are aiming a four- 
pronged attack at Smolensk, and 
Kholm-Zhirkovsky fell to a spear- 
head swinging down from the 
northeast, indicating an attempt to 
outflank Smolensk from the north. 

The Germans had prepared de- 
fense positions in that area, the 
communique said, and “tried by 
artillery shelling and counterat- 
tacks with infantry and tanks to 
stem the advance of our troops.

The message was addressed to 
General Georges Catroux, Fight- 
ing French delegate to Syria, who 
is expected in Algiers soon to 
serve as liaison agent between Gi- 
raud and De Gaulle. 

De Gaulle today expressed gen- 
eral satisfaction with Giraud’s 
speech yesterday, in which he 
pledged a return to the laws of 
the French republic and offered a 
basis for an agreement with De 
Gaulle. 

In Algiers it was reliably re 
ported that one of the principal 
North African officials criticized 
the pro-Vichy leanings, General 
Jean Marie “Sergeret, had ~esigned 
and that the resignation had been 
accepted. Bergeret was Giraud’s 
deputy for civilian affairs and a 
war committee member. It was 
also reported that Jean Ribaud, a 
political adviser likewise of pro- 
Vichy sympathies, had resigned. 

Desire for Agreement. 


The text of Giraud’s message ‘as 
reported by the Algiers radio: 

“Yesterday I expressed the 
principles governing my conduct 
and there should now be no mis- 
understanding between us. 

“I have already expressed to 
General De Gaulle my desire for 
an agreement. The moment for 
unity of all Frenchmen of good 
will has come. I am ready to 
welcome De Gaulle to give this 
union concrete form.

6. Cook all foods quickly, to hold vitamin content. Canned 
vegetables need only to be brought to the boiliag point before 
serving hot. 

Liquids in can or 
jar contain a goodly amount of the vitamins and minerals of the 
food. Serve vegetable liquid with the vegetable whenever possible, 
or use it in sauces, gravies and soups.

Food for Pet Animals 
Being Developed 


Securing food for pet animals is proving to be quite a problem 
for many people. 

Since canned dog and cat food has not been produced for almost 
a year, many Atlantans have been relying on fresh horsemeat as 
a substitute. Now, however, it is nearly impossible to find this 
meat due to shipping difficulties, and a substitute for the sub- 
stitute has become necessary. 

To replace the fresh horsemeat, a product consisting of a horse- 
meat base, cereal, and yeast has been developed which is. proving 
quite satisfactory. This will probably become the main dish on 
the menus of all cats and dogs for the duration, since Claude S. 
Wickard, secretary of agriculture, has ruled that no meats which 
are rationed for human consumption may be sold for any part of a 


pet's diet.

Soviet troops captured several 
populated places, wiping out 
“large numbers of German offi- 
cers,’ and in the area of Bely oth- 
er columns swept into 40 inhabited 
localities including Batulino. 

“In one sector the Germans at- 
tempted to counterattack but were 
repelled and lost about 200 men 
in killed,” the Russians declared. 

South of Lake Ilmen “our troops 
routed a strongly fortified German 
resistance point and forced a wa- 
ter barrier,” the communique said. 
“The enemy suffered heavy losses 
and retreated, abandoning their 
wounded and arms.” 

The German high command 
communique reported its counter- 
offensive continuing, with the 
Russians being driven back south- 
east and north of Kharkov as far 
as the region of Belgorod. A Rus- 
sian attempt to check the Germans 
west of Belgorod collapsed ‘with 
high, bloody losses for the enemy,” 
the German communique said. 

The German military commenta- 
tor, Captain Ludwig Sertorius, as- 
gserted that the German advance 
already had reached Chuguev, 20 
miles sbutheast of Kharkov, while 
the attack extended northwest of 
the area west and northwest of 
Kursk. 

The brunt of the fighting, he 
gaid in a radio broadcast, was still 
farther south near Belgorod. 

Sertorius said that a Soviet at- 
ta-k west of Suchinichi and re- 
newed attacks south of Lake Il- 
men made it wrong “to speak al- 
ready of paralysis of the Soviet 
aggressive spirit.”

IN NORTH AFRICA—The Arab 
kids that swarm the roads around 


‘the Army camps and nearby vil- 
'lages are a friendly bunch. 


It takes them only:a few hours 
the world-wide habit of 
begging from Americans. I'll bet 
our soldiers aren’t two days in a 
new place until every kid in town 
is able to say in English “chewing 
gum, chocolate, cigaret, good-day, 
okay.” They pester you to death 
for these tid-bits, and the soldiers 
keep giving them away as long as 
they have any. 

The Arab kids seem to have 
more sense than the _ pestering 
child-gatives of many countries. 
Instead of being dumb and surly, 
they have a nice spark of life 
about them. If you say you have 
no chewing gum and smile at 
them, they'll smile back and then 
stand around good-naturedly just 
smiling at you. 

Favorite Word. 

Their favorite word is “okay.” 
Even some of the grown-ups have 
adopted it. They yell it at every 
passing American. You can’t walk 
down the road nowadays without 
being watled in by a surging mel- 
ody of hundreds of “okays” com- 
ing at you from all sides.

Once in a while you see a light- | 


skinned, clean-gowned algrost 
sheik-like Arab. But mostly their 
their 
long gowns an unbelievable mass 
of patches. 

At first the Arabs were allow- 
ed to roam the airdromes, and 
they helped the crews fill the 
planes’ big tanks from the count- 
less five-gallon tins. 

Carriages For Hire. 

There are quite a few carriages 
for hire in the desert towns and 
soldiers take rides in leu of any- 
thing better to do. If I were an 
Arab, I know how I'd make a 
small fortune. 

I'd get about 10 camels, and rent 
them out to soldiers to take rides 
on. I'd also get a camera and take 
pictures of soldiers on camelback, 
and sell them for 100 francs 
apiece. Apparently no Arab has 
thought of it, but somebody is just 
passing up an opportunity of mak- 
ing about 10,000 _bucks awfully 
easily. 

The horse carriages are fancy. 
The driver sits on a high box up 
front and is often dressed in bright 
clothes. One of these carriages the 
other evening provided the fun- 
niest sight I’ve seen since leaving 
America. 

Touchy About Raids. 

It was just before dusk, and the 
air-raid signal swept across our 
airdrome by dinnerbell and rifle- 
shot. I was standing way out on 
the field, when suddenly’ there 
came dashing out from behind the 
palm trees one of these Arab 
carriages. 

The driver had brought some 
soldiers to the field, had heard the 
alarm and being touchy about 
raids, as Arabs are, had decided 
to get the hell out of there in a 
hurry. 

He was standing up in his box, 
coat-tails flying, whipping his 
horses for all he was worth. The 
team was in a dead run. The bug- 
gy was bouncing and swaying over 
the rough desert trail. The horses 
were going so hard their bodies 
were stretched out, their flying 
feet almost level with their noses, 
and one was a little ahead of the 
other, just as on the track. 

Hurry Was Comical. 

With the carriage’s red wheels 
and the driver’s red coat for color, 
the scene looked exactly like a 
Currier & Ives print. The poor, 
pathetic hurry

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The ‘Red Cross”’ Test 

Starting tomorrow Atlantans will be asked 
to give a total of $600,000 for the wartime 
American Red Cross. 

Last night thousands witnessed a great? 
parade through downtown Atlanta in which 
thousands marched to demonstrate some- 
thing of the indispensable services the Red 
Cross performs both on the battle fronts and 
in meeting urgent needs of the home front, 

The American Red Cross needs $125,000,000 
to carry on its share of the program of vic- 
tory. Of that sum, this city’s quota is $600,000. 

It should be easy to raise that amount. 

Atlanta is, right now, exulting in the 
achievement for which it has been acclaimed, 
that of selling $65,000,000 in war bonds to fi- 
nance the construction of a new cruiser, an- 
other U. S. S.’*Atlanta, to replace the ship 
sunk by the Japanese. That sum will pay for 
two or three destroyers in addition to the 
cruiser. 

The Red Cross asks of Atlanta a sum which 
is less than one-hundredth the amount we sub- 
scribed to buy the new cruiser. If, for every 
dollar invested in cruiser bonds, we give one 
cent, the Red Cross quota will be filled. 

This Red Cross campaign is the test for 
Atianta. For, when we bought cruiser bonds 
we were not really giving. We were merely 
putting savings or surplus cash into the finest 
securities in the world today, into bonds which 
will return our money to us, together with 
interest, in due course of time. 

Now we are asked actually to give. To 
give 1 per cent of the money we invested so 
splendidly, but money which, nevertheless, was 
invested, not giving in any interpretation of 
the word. 

That we have been able to invest $65,000,- 
000 in war bonds is proof Atlantans have plenty 
put aWay in savings, or coming in in the form 
of surplus cash above needs. It is proof that, 
if we will, it will be easy for us to give $600,000 
to the Red Cross. 

We invested splendidly, to be sure. 

Now, however, comes the real test of our 
will to victory and our acceptance of the need 
of sacrifice. Will we give? 

~It is unnecessary to recipitulate the services 
of the Red Cross. It would be redundant to tell 
once again the need.

France Awakening 

The people of France, when their leaders 
accepted armistice with the enemy, seemed to 
lose, almost entirely, that national spirit for 
freedom which has for so long been the flam- 
ing symbol of their republic. 

It was as though the French 
dazed, bludgeoned into insensibility. 
was like a strong man helpless under vicious 
injuries and anesthetized by despair. 

There were some, however, who never gave 
in to the apparent hopelessness of the cause. 
Of these were those who, escaping from the 
clutch of the temporary conqueror, formed the 
Free French—later known as the Fighting 
French—under DeGaulle. 

There were Frenchmen in other parts of the 
world, shackled by misinformation and the 
control of traitorous Vichy collaborationists, 
who only awaited opportunity to dedicate 
themselves to the cause of freedom. Of these 
were the French in. North Africa who, once 
they were given opportunity to know the truth, 
welcomed the British and American forces as 
liberators. 

And in France herself, ground though she 
was under the heel of a brutal conqueror, there 
were individuals and little groups who never 
gave up the fight. Of these are the courageous 
saboteurs and members of the underground or- 
ganizations. 

Today the French are re-awakening. De- 
Gaulle and Giraud, leaders of the Fighting 
French and of the North African French, re- 
spectively, are sinking their minor differences 
in fraternal acceptance of the simple fact that 
there is only one objective possible for them 
all, and that is the freeing of France and the 
destruction of the enemy. 

Tens of thousands of young Frenchmen in 
France proper have sought sanctuary in the 
hills, defying the Laval order that they sub- 
mit to exile in Germany, there to become 
slave labor in the Axis war machine. So many 
have refused to obey, so strong are they in their 
strongholds in the Alps, the Germans threat- 
en use of regulary army divisions to dislodge 
them. 

There was a glorious spirit of liberty born 
when Frenchmen, and Frenchwomen, of an 
earlier age marched against domestic tyrants 
to the stirring strains of “La Marseillaise.” 

Today, after a few years of cruel captivity, 
that same French spirit is awake anew and, 
once more, the ancient pledge of Liberty, Equal- 
ity and Fraternity shall flash across- the land 
of Jeanne D’Arc. Again the maching feet 
of Frenchmen shall thunder to the words, 
“Tremblez, tyrans, et vous perfides! , .

He enjoys them or 
suffers with them, depending on the emotions 
of the songs. P 
When he came to the arias, he introduced 
his first one with its story. He told of how 
an Italian gondolier has his sweetheart, who 
has been very ill, in the gondola so that she 
might enjoy the sunshine. He notes, as he sings, 
that she is asleep. Later he sees that the sieep 
is the sleep of death, and the song concludes on that tragic know!l- 
edge. 
When he began his explanation I tried to make myself as small 
as possible, waiting for the lightning to strike. This was a Music 
Club presentation and to “explain”’.to the Music Club members 
was, 1 felt sure, heresy. S 
As he continued, with no thunder or bolt from on high, I looked 
about. I saw the men present were taking a new interest in life 
and were looking bug-eyed at Mr. Weede.

MUSIC IS FOR PEOPLE As far as I can judge, Robert

“Tl like to talk a little about each aria,” he said, “because it 
makes for better audiences. 1 know that most men dislike going to 
concerts anyhow. Yet they are the ones who pay the season tickets, > 


“I have found if they understand a song they like it. They 
follow it. Husbands don’t dislike music and singing. They are 
busy men and few of them have an opportunity to study it. 

Weede is, of course, exactly correct. 

Every town has its little cult of puttering pianists and music 
circle vocalists who have oh’d and ahd a great many persons into 
thinking that one has to have some superior sgrt of soul or 
equipment to appreciate and “like” music, be it instrumental or 
vocal. 

Another person who is trying to demonstrate that music is for 
people, told me essentially this same thing a year ago. Eugene 
Goossens, director of the Cincinnati: Symphony, said that all one 
had to have to enjoy a symphony orchestra is a pair of ears. 
Nothing more. Eyes help. But really all one needs is a pair of 
ears. 

He was denouncing those who have tried to make music @ 
special field into which only very superior persons may go. 

“Come and bring your ears,” he said. “That's all. Later on, 
if interested, study some of the composers. But that isn't neces- 


sary. Just bring your ears.”

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Assault on Kharkov 
Made To Ease Row 


Among NaziGenerals

LONDON, March 15.—(AP)—Allied sources with reliable 
information from inside Europe expressed doubt tonight that 
the German assault upon Kharkov signalized the beginning 
of a new spring offensive against Russia. 


The drive 
they said. 


The first is to keep the Russian 
air force beyond bombing range 
of the great Ploesti oil fields and 
refineries in Rumania, one of Ger- 
many’s main sources of supply. 


The second is to settle a serious 
controversy between German gen- 
erals which has been _ reported 
raging since Hitler was said to 
have withdrawn as active com- 
mander of German forces in Rus- 
sia. 

These sources, who may not be 
identified by name, said informa- 
tion has been accumulating about 
a dispute between the German 
high command and the generals 
directing troops on the Russian 
front about German grand strat- 
egy for 1943 in the light of a prob- 
able American and British inva- 
sion of Europe. 

Oppose Offensive. 

The high command was repre- 
sented as opposed to a third warm 
weather offensive against Russia 
on the grounds that even if it were 
successful, it would expend the 
last ounce of German man power 
and material strength. These mil- 
itary leaders were said to advo- 
cate retiring within the “Euro- 
pean fortress” and dispersing 
forces throughout the continent to 
repel invasion. 

These sources said the German 
generals on the Russian front in- 
sisted that Russian armies could 
be smashed and bitterly protested 
the abandonment of the tradition- 
al Prussian strategy of attack. 

The Kharkov attack, in the esti- 
mation of these competent foreign 
observers in London, was designed 
as a military “test case” for the 
contentions of the German field 
commanders, as well as to hold 
back the Russian air force. 

It was reported that a military 
commander had been assigned to 
regroup and recruit 100 new divi-

men in Germany proper. Some 
will be formed from mauled units 
returning from the Russian front 
and about half will be obtained 
by calling up the 1925 and 1926 
classes and reservists.

Sources here fully credit con-

The railroad bond market traced 
some erratic swings today in the 
wake of the Supreme Court’s de- 
cision in the St. Paul reorganiza- 
tion case. Bond trading circles in- 
terpreted the decision as favorable 
for some of the better secured 
liens of carriers in reorganization 
and unfavorable to the general 
run of unsecured loans, in which 
there had been heavy speculative 
activity in recent month.

The purpose, he explained 
would be to bring the “diner-out” 
in line with the rationed house-| 
holder. Studies have shown, he 
said, that there is a tendency for 
more and more people to “eat out” 
and that public eating places have 
escaped to a large extent the dras- 


tic restrictions placed on meals’ 


in private homes. 

The official, 
remain anonymous,
